CEREMONIES, TO GOVERNOR DEGALE (AS REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
QUEEN) FEB 6. SHE PRESENTED LETTER OF US RECOGNITION OF GRENADA 
AS INDEPENDENT STATE TO PRIME MINISTER GAIRY MORNING OF 

FEB 7, TOGETHER WITH PHOTOGRAPH OF INDEPENDENCE GIFT (SINCE 
GIFT ITSELF WAS RECEIVED HERE DAMAGED). QUESTION OF ACCREDITATION 
OF AMBASSADOR AS AMBASSADOR TO GRENADA AWAITS AGREMENT AND 
PREPARATION OF CREDENTIALS. 

2. AS FOR ACCREDITATION OF EMBASSY OFFICERS TO GRENADA, EMBASSY 
ASSUMES THAT CONSULAR COMMISSION SIGNED BY PRESIDENT ASSIGNING 
THEM IN CONSULAR CAPACITY TO ASSOCIATED STATES, INCLUDING 
GRENADA, AND REQUESTING QUEEN TO PERMIT THEM TO EXERCISE SUCH 
OFFICE WILL REMAIN VALID FOR GRENADA EVEN THOUGH IT HAS 
CHANGED STATUS FROM ASSOCIATED STATE TO INDEPENDENT NATION. 
HOWEVER, THIS ASSUMPTION SHOULD BE CLARIFIED WITH GOG. 

3. AS FOR ACCREDITATION OF EMBASSY OFFICERS TO GRENADA IN 
DIPLOMATIC STATUS, EMBASSY PROPOSES TO SEND DIPLOMATIC NOTE 
REQUESTING SUCH ACCREDITATION, AS IS CURRENT PROCEDURE FOR 
BARBADOS.
